Berlin celebrates 20 years 
after the fall of the wall 
that divided the world

BERLIN Chancellor Angela Merkel hailed the 
courage of easterners who helped bring down 
the Berlin Wall as the city celebrated the 20 th 
anniversary of the events that marked the 
end of the Cold War and the beginning of a 
reunited Germany 

The first chancellor to have grown up in 
communist East Germany, Merkel is hosting 
dozens of world leaders, past and present, to 
remember the fall of the Wall. 

“The night of Nov 9, 1989, was the fulfill- 
ment of a dream,” Merkel said. “Many played 
a role. But it would not have been possible 
without the courage of the people in the for- 
mer East Germany” Merkel took a walk with 
former Soviet premier Mikhail Gorbachev 
and former Polish leader Lech Walesa across 


the bridge at Bornholmer Strasse where 
East Berliners first breached the border two 
decades ago in an emotional rush to freedom. 

Later on Monday, 1,000 brightly colored 
dominoes set up along a nearly one-mile 
stretch where the Wall once stood were to be 
toppled as world leaders watched from the 
Brandenburg Gate, once a symbol of division 
and now the signature image of a reunited 
Germany 

British Prime Minister Gordon Brown, 
Erench President Nicolas Sarkozy, Russian 
President Dmitry Medvedev and U.S. 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton— repre- 
senting the World War II allies— all were in 
town to give speeches. Sarkozy put a picture 
of himself on social networking site Eacebook 
that he said showed him hammering away at 
the Wall on the fateful night. 

“It was a night full of enthusiasm: The 
German people reuniting marked the end of 
the Cold War and the start of a period of great 
freedom in Europe,” he wrote.

Country Club Hills Mayor 
Dwight Welch reported Kelly ingested a 
pain reliever and rat poison.

When they arrived, police found three 
gunshot victims. All three victims were 
sitting in the parked car when a dark- 
colored vehicle pulled up to the car and 
opened fire, Alfaro said. 

CPS expands Arabic 
program in schools 

The Chicago Public School District 
is expanding its Arabic language 
program to three additional schools 
and adding more online instruction 
in the language. The moves are paid 
for by a three-year $888,000 U.S. 
Department of Education grant. Mayor 
Daley announced the grant Monday 
at Durkin Park Elementary School, 
where kindergarten through fifth-grade 
students already are taught Arabic.

Hundreds attend funeral 
for slain DePaul senior

In a standing-room-only funeral service, 
Francisco “Frankie” Valencia Jr. was remembered 
Monday for his ability to bring together people 
from all walks of life, how he loved reading 
Lincoln biographies and playing “Guitar Hero,” 
and how he enjoyed working with kids. 

“Frankie was a hero to all us of— our 
Superman,” Tracey DeLeon, Valencia’s godmoth- 
er, said about the popu- 
lar DePaul University 
senior. 

An estimated 900 
people gathered to say 
goodbye to Valencia, a 
political science major 
and student leader 
who was slain Nov i 
Valencia Jr. at a Halloween party 

in a shooting that also 
wounded a fellow DePaul senior, Daisy Camacho. 
Two reputed gang members have been charged 
with murder in connection with his death. 

In several eulogies at St. Vincent DePaul Church, 
Valencia’s tearful family and friends described how 
he stood out for his charisma, his intellect, his love 
of education and his endless energy at organizing 
successful groups and fun gatherings. 

At the funeral, Valencia was posthumously 
awarded with the Student Laureate Medallion 
from the Lincoln Academy of Illinois. Valencia 
had been notified of the service award 10 days 
before his death. 

“He had so many activities and accomplish- 
ments on his application, it was incomprehen- 
sible that he could have done so much at such 
a young age,” said John Simon, the award pro- 
gram’s chancellor.

On the cover of the funeral program was a 
photo of Valencia and four young children, all 
smiling and flashing peace signs.

He was always organizing gather- 
ings with friends, such as a football outing this 
Saturday in his memory and a softball league 
that will start up again next summer. 

“He was an amazing individual,” said college 
friend Sarah Rothman. “He had the unique abil- 
ity to connect with every person he came in con- 
tact with.”

New guidelines for CPS and racial makeup

Chicago Public Schools officials are set to release 
new guidelines for integrating the city’s coveted 
magnet and selective schools using socioeco- 
nomic factors, a decision prompted by a federal 
ruling lifting a racial integration order in late 
September. 

The decision to end the so-called desegrega- 


tion consent decree means the use of racial quo- 
tas for admissions to the city’s roughly 75 magnet 
and selective schools will now give way to factors 
like income, native language spoken at home and 
both educational and marital status of parents, 
sources said. 

Those criteria will not be measured by family 
but by census tract, sources said. The district has 


no time to waste— applications for these schools 
must be submitted by the middle of December. 
The district will have to use the new criteria to 
determine admission for next school year.

Ken Williams appreciates Scott Podsednik’s 
contributions, but the White Sox’s general 
manager said he won’t sacrifice other needs 
for the sake of filling the leadoff role.

After Hendry told the team he was sus- 
pending Bradley for the final 15 games in 
September, several players applauded after 
the GM left the clubhouse. 

Does that make it impossible for Bradley 
to return? 

“Other people have had some major hiccups 


along the way and come back,” Hendry said. 
“He’s on your roster until proven differently” 

Other Cub-related items from the first 
day of the meetings: 

Rich Harden is holding out hope of 
remaining a Cub. His agent, Arn Tellem, is 
in Chicago and plans to meet with Hendry 
soon. 

The Cubs are focusing on re-signing 
free-agent left-hander John Grabow, who 


is expected to sign a two-year deal with an 
option for 2012. 

Carlos Zambrano’s agent, Barry Praver, 
said there has been no talk by Zambrano or 
the Cubs about waiving his no-trade clause. 

Hendry didn’t rule out the possibility of 
top prospect Starlin Castro playing short 
in 2010. The Cubs plan on moving Kosuke 
Fukudome back to right, leaving them in the 
market for a center fielder.

A fare to 
remember? 

Going home for Thanksgiving? Predictions 
on number of holiday travelers still a guessing game

Count Paige Worthy of Lincoln Square among 
the tens of thousands of travelers expected to 
crowd Midway during the week of Thanksgiving, 
one of the busiest travel days of the year. 
Worthy, 26, said she’s booked a $52 plane 
ticket home to Kansas City, Kan,, after not 
traveling last Thanksgiving, 

“I didn’t go back last year, but that was the first 
year in a long time I didn’t go back. That was just 
a personal choice,” Worthy said, “I booked my 
ticket about a month ago ... I’m pretty obsessed 
with making sure I’m getting a good deal,” 
Despite the economy an increase in checked 
baggage fees and fewer flights, more travelers are 
expected to fly for Thanksgiving this year com- 
pared to last year, travel experts told RedEye, One 
reason: Airline ticket prices were down i percent 
near the end of October— when many travelers 
booked Thanksgiving airfare— compared to the 
same time last year, according to data supplied 
by Bing Travel, Since then. Thanksgiving air- 
fare prices have creeped up and are now about 
8,5 percent higher than in November 2008, 

But there are conflicting predictions. 

The Air Transport Association, an airline 
industry trade group, released a new forecast 
Monday predicting a 4 percent drop over last 
year in Thanksgiving travel, 

“It is increasingly apparent that the eco- 
nomic headwinds facing the airlines and their 
customers are anything but behind us,” said 
James C, May, the group’s president and CEO, 
He said the unemployment rate jumping above 
10 percent last month has affected consumer 
buying decisions. 

Although airlines have deeply discounted 
fares over the past several months, U,S, airlines 
have struggled this year with declining traffic 
during the recession. 

The group said with fewer flights, planes are 
likely to be full over Thanksgiving, 

Bing Travel fare tracker Joel Grus said 


Thanksgiving fares were down about 22 per- 
cent in August this year compared to August 
2008 — but the numbers may be misleading. 

Oil prices were high last summer, Grus said, 
which caused Thanksgiving fares to be higher 
for people who purchased them in the summer 
than in the weeks leading up to Thanksgiving, 
This year is more typical of the holiday fare 
trend: The prices tend to increase as you get 
closer to the holiday, 

“There is some appetite out there for pur- 
chasing air travel. If you judge by prices, we’re 
not seeing the same weakness that we were see- 
ing last holidays,” Grus said, 

Atle Skalleberg, vice president of marketing for 
Student Universe, an online student travel agency, 
said he’s seen a double-digit increase in the num- 
ber of Thanksgiving trip bookings and Internet 
searches for ticket prices. He said many students 
find going home for Thanksgiving mandatory, 
and “it’s about getting home at any price,” 
Meanwhile, on the ground, experts expect a 
boost in car and train travel, 

“People are starting to travel again. We’re 
seeing a resurgence,” AAA Chicago spokes- 
woman Beth Mosher said, “We’re seeing driv- 
ing trips, flying trips, longer trips. People are 
taking advantage of deals,” 

Meanwhile, Amtrak may see an increase in 
holiday travel compared to last year, Amtrak 
spokesman Marc Magliari said. Last year, 
Amtrak saw 659,184 rides nationwide during 
the week of Thanksgiving, down from 666,716 
rides in 2007, Magliari said Amtrak’s route 
from Chicago to St, Louis already has seen an 
increase in ridership from last year. 

That’s the route Jessi Odenbach of 
Lincoln Park plans to take to see her parents 
in St, Louis, Odenbach, 27, said she prefers 
the five -hour train ride to a chaotic airport. 
And not going home wasn’t an option. 

Said Odenbach: “I typically go home 
every year for Thanksgiving, Thanksgiving I
